Wh ile u large ou tlay of cash 
and labor Is being made for soil Im­ 
prov ement, at th e same time th e soli 
resou rces of th e cou ntry are being 
seriou sly depleted th rou gh gully ing. 
Owing to th e lu rge y early r a i nf a l l 
and to th e ex tensiv e growing of clean- 
cu ltu red crops y ear after y ear in th e 
sou th ern states, th at section suffers 
a disproportionate sh are of th is loss. ■ 
Gu lly ing does considerable damage, ' 
h owev er, ha nearly all parts, of th e 
United States. 
Wh en plants and soil are u nable to 
retain all of th e rain th at falls on 
rolling or h illy land th e su rplu s flows 
ov er th e su rface to a drainage ch annel 
at th e foot of th e slope. 
If th ere are ] 
no draws or depressions th e water 
trav el« ; ov er th e su rface to th e foot of 
th e slope in broad, th in sh eets. Wh ere j 
dopress’ons ex ist, h owev er, th e water 
is led into th e depressions.

in 
profits 
among the thirty-five men and women 
on his pay roll. 
Moreover, he has 
made money. 
The Christian printer, as Lee is 
known in Seattle, said he has no cut 
and dried plan which can he applied 
in any business. His policy Is the re­ 
sult of year to year experiment in his 
own plant. 
He lias seen fit to divide 
30 per cent of the net Income of the 
plant with his employees besides pay­ 
ing union wages or better and giving 
a week’s vacation yearly with pay. 
Ills minimum wage for experienced 
girls is $20 a week and only two re­ 
ceive so liuie as that. 
Group life insurance on the em­ 
ployees is paid for entirely by the 
company and one-third of the cost of 
health and accident insurance. Every 
employee is given an opportunity to 
buy stock 
in 
the corcern on easy 
terms. 
One of the new human element fea­ 
tures of Lee’s policy is a 2(kmimite 
chapel service every Monday morning 
on the company’s time. 
Lee, who was 
elected chap’ain, starts the exercises 
at eight o’clock with a prayer.
